The Greck air force granted 
me the unique privilege of being 
flown, in the pilot’s cabin, over 
the most active guerrilla terri- 
tory near the Bulgarian and Al- 
banian frontiers with the oppor- 
tunity to observe the terrain 
and the guerrilla an] national 
army strongholds an exper- 
ience I should not wish to have 
missed and hope never to re- 
peat. For the mountains them- 
selves are uniquely and terrify- 
ingly wild antl precipitate. 

I have visited one of the larg- 
est refugee camps, and two mil- 
itary prisons, in both of which 
I have talked with captured 
bandits and especially with girls 
alwucted by the guerrillas and 
imypvessed into their fighting 
bands. I also have talked with 
such girls in a hospital. And { 
have visited a village in the 
fighting area and talked with 
the ragged, worn, wretched 
peasant families who constitute 
the backbone of Greece and have 


been the worst sufferers from 
the guerrillas’ war of destruc- 
tion and attrition of the na- 


tion's people, resources and mor- 
ale. 

I have not talked with Com- 
munists—-except such as have 
been captured—-but I have read 
reams of Communist  propa- 
ganda monitored from the Greek 
Communist radio established 
outside the frontiers. And 
have avoided the chief rumor 
center in the har of the Hotel 
Grand Bretagne. 

No columnist could report in- 
terviews and experiences which 
fill a hundred pages of notes, 
but from them one can draw 
certain opinions. 

The first is that unless the 
cominform decides to invade 
Greece with non-Greek troops, 
the guerrillas will be defeated, 
although they Have been prom- 
ising their men victory in 1949. 
This defeat will be the greatest 
blow against an attempt. to es- 
tablish Communism by force 
fered by the cominform since 
the war, and in the very country 
Where their chances seemed 
best. 

The second is that Greece 
must be reconstructed from the 
ground up, and that if Ameri- 
can influence is heeded it will 
be materially, socially and 
morally, There is an evolution- 
ary revolution going on already 
Which will be immensely accel- 
erated once the country has won 
security. 


To call the American influ- 
ence “reactionary” is to defy 
the dictionary. Jt is the most 


progressive force that ever has 
exercised an influence on Greece 
throughout its long, sometimes 
glorious, oftener tragic his- 
tory.

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NEW YORK—We have come 
lately to a new appreciation of 
crime, in which we tend to ex- 
cuse the criminal in terms of his 
past unhappiness, while forget- 
ting that the corpse is no less 
dead if killed either in premed- 
itated coldness or knocked off 
merely to gratify a whim. 

We will stray: an angry moti- 
vated murdered to the chair and 
fry him to a turn, but we often 
loose the stupid, wanton killer, 
or the chronic chill molester, 
and allow him to remain a con- 
stant menace to the people 
around him so long as he lives. 
Generally on the grounds that 
“he didn’t mean to do it’. 

The parents of little Diane 
Allen, who drownc'l a playmate 
out in Joliet, Ill., to gratify an 
“urge”, mentioned that 13-year- 
old Diane had followed the pro- 


gress of a previous Chicago 
killing with heavy interest. In 
this one, a 14-year-old murder- 
er was free’l by a judge who 
based his decision on the sup- 
position that young Howard 
Lang was unable to. separate 
right from wrong. 


Young Lang's inability to dis- 
tinguish between right and 
wrong scems of little import- 
ance, if it leads him to go 
around knocking off his asso- 
ciates in a free-hand fashion, 
and encouraging others to imi- 
tate him. I would rate him more 
dangerous to the community 
than a professional killer who 
pushes icepicks into business 
rivals for a stated fee. 

By the same token I would 
rank little Diane a more threat- 
ful member of society, since she 
killed merely to gratify her ego, 
than the late Ruth Snyder, who 
at least hatl some evil logic 
back of her decision to remove 
her old man. 

The tendency today is to ex- 
cuse the serious criminal in 
terms of his environment, his 
mentality, his psychological 
framework, which finally is of 
no real importance to the vic- 
tim of the crime of which he is 
accused. Question is whether 
he did or didn’t, and is he like- 
ly to do it again? 

You can check it yourseif, in 
the papers. Every time they 
catch one of the perverts who 
abuse children and kill them 
after, a record of past sex of- 
fenses always bobs up. Every 
wanton killer, every thrill-kill- 
er, invariable produces a record

LANSING, Mich, 
young Democratic 
works all day at a wide desk 
here in a timeworn statehouse 
that looks across a lawn loud 
with robins. 

He is 38-year-cld G. Mennen 
(Soapy) Williams, whose friends 
believe he will some day dwell 
in the White House. 

Right now the robins on the 
state house lawn aren't making 
nearly as much noise a3 the 
Republican legislators inside. 
And what these legislators are 
doing to the young governor's 
new deal program is something 
he feels shouldn’t happen to a 
Democrat. 

For he works in a house di- 
vided. There is a broad river of 
dissent between the young gov- 
ernor and the Republican-domi- 
nated legislature. And the river 
is in flood, 

There are those who think 
Williams became “the miracle 
man of Michigan politics’ last 
November when, <olidly backed 
by labcr, he defeated Kim Sigler 
by 163,854 votes. But there are 
those, too, who think his victory 
merely reflected a decline in the 
popularity of Sigler, who was 
seeking reelection. 

The new governor has both 
class and mass appeal. He has 
been a political protege of su- 
preme court Justice Frank 
Murphy and he is an heir to the 
Mennen Shaving Scap fortune. 
He had to mortgage his home in 
Grosse Pointe, a salad suburb 
of Detroit, to pay his campaign 
expenses. 

Williams is 6 feet 814 inches 
tall, friendly and easy going. He 
invariably wears a bow tie, an 
engaging grin—and a cowlick of 
stubborn dark hair.

The governor’s term in office 
is two years in Michigan, and 
Williams has alreaay ‘indicated 
he will run again. 

“This job can't be done in 
two years,” he smiled. “But even 
if I do get re-elected it looks like 
I'll have the same kind of a 
tea party.” 

Observers feel that the 1950 
election will provide the key tert 
popularity in the 
state--and prohably also deter- 
mine whether he'll emerge as a 
national political figure in his 
party. 

Right now the young governor 
just laughs at talk of any na- 
tional ambitions in his party.
